of the Granite City Rotary 
Club, 


Larry Peterson, public infor- 
mation representative of the 
Illinois Department of Business 
and Economic Development, 
told the Rotarians that an air- 
port site near Columbia, Ill.— 
given priority by a 1969 St 
Louis engineering study — “is 
not the only Illinois site under 
consideration” for the proposed

A City. Council decision to 
retain the ‘East St. Louis firm 
of David J. Johnston as -con- 
sulting, engineer for Granite 
City’s $7.5 million treatment 
plant and sewer consrtuction 
project’ was vetoed Monday 
night by Mayor Donald Pari- 
ney. 

The mayor's action voided 
motion authorizing __ appoint- 
ment of the Johnston firm that 
was approved by a 9 to 6 vote 
in the Feb. 22 council meeting. 

The announcement, contained 
in a four-page veto message 
read to the council by the may- 
or, drew from Alderman Steve 
Basarich, chairman of the 
council’s Pollution Plant Com- 
mittee, the comment that “the 
mayor has put us on the spot.” 

Aldermen who backed the 
move to employ the Johnston 
engineering firm made no im- 
mediate effort to reconsider the 
issue, by either overriding the 
mayor's veto or selecting an- 
other engineering firm. 

Instead, Basarich moved ‘to 
place the mayor’s veto “on 
file” despite the fact that City 
Attotney Leon Scroggins in- 
formed the council that statutes 
specify that any issue vetoed 
by the mayor shall be recon 
sidered immediately by the 
council. 

Council Must Reconsider 

Scroggins quoted the statute 
ind then told council members, 
“T would like to point out that 
it says the council ‘shall’ re- 
consider, not that it ‘may’ re- 
consider,”” 

Because of Scroggins’ ruling, 
Alderman Paul Rutledge re- 
fused to vote on the motion to 
file the veto action. The mo- 
tion » carried, however, by a 
vote of 11 to 3 with Rutledge 
abstaining, Those voting against 
the motion were Aldermen 
Charles Moerlien, Gerald Parm- 
ley and Thomas Boker. 

Voting ‘‘yes” on the motion 
to-file the veto notice were 
Aldermen R. E. Robertson, 
Claude Green, Clyde Boyd, 
William Dallas, Sam Whitmer, 
Roy Poulos, Paul Schuler, Wal- 
ter Nonn, Basarich, Emerald 
Dawes and Everett Morlen. 

In his veto message, Mayor 
Partney told the council that 
he personally had checked into 
qaulifications of six engineering 
firms who had applied to the 
city for the consulting engi- 
neer’s appointment to handle 
the designing, planning and 
other engineering work on the 
city’s proposed secondary sew- 
age treatment plant and a sys-

Firms Considered 

These firms included Horner 
& Shifrin Co. of St. Louis; 
Sverdrup & Parcel of St. Loui 
Research Planning & Design 
Associates of St. Louis, which 
now handles Granite City’s con- 
sulting work on motor fuel tax 
projects and other projects 
such as sewer work and non- 
MFT road jobs; Sheppard, 
Morgan & Schwaab of Granite 
City; M. & W. Architects- 
Engineers of St. Louis; and 
David J. Johnston & Associates 
of East St. Louis. 

He detailed his findings con- 
cerning the experience of the 
firms in treatment plant con- 
struction, as well as sewer con- 
struction. 

Fhe mayor then informed the 
council that “after a survey of 
the engineering firms that have 
been interviewed by the Pollu- 
tion Plant Committee (headed 
by Basarich) and myself, as 
mayor, I can only recommend 
the three following firms to de- 
sign and engineer our second- 
ary treatment plant: 

“Sheppard, Morgan & 
Schwaab along with Crawford, 
Murphy & Tilly; Horner & 
Shifrin; and Sverdrup & Parcel. 

“Therefore, gentlemen, I will 
have to veto the motion of Feb. 
22, 1971, a motion by Alderman 
Basarich and seconded by Al- 
derman (Claude) Green to hire 
David J. Johnston’s firm for 
the secondary pollution plant. 
I hope the council will recon- 
sider its vote, as I am sure 
you feel as I that the taxpay- 
ers are entitled to the best for 
their money.” 

April 30 Deadline 

Basarich took the floor to say 
that the mayor “has put us on 
the spot” because the city must 
file. its engineering report of 
preliminary plans for the treat- 
ment plant project by April 30 
this year to qualify for state 
and federal grants that would 
pay nearly 80% of the construc- 
tion cost. 

“I talked to Johnston just a 
few days ago and he said he 
could have all of this lined up 
in plenty of time to get the re- 
port in by April 30,” Basarich 
said. 

“I've talked to some of the 
aldermen and I knew this (the 
veto) was coming. I also talked 
to the aldermen who voted for 
Johnston and I learned they 


active airport, serving them,” 
he added. 

He said there is no reason 
for Missouri to fear that a ma- 
jor airport in Illinois would de- 
tract from. St. Louis and cited 
the example that Cincinnati, 
Ohio, is served by a major air- 
port in Kentucky which has 
helped the downtown area tre- 
mendously. 

He also said that Chicago 
soon -will need a third major 
airport, according to studies, 
and that the only practical lo- 
cations are either in Lake 
Michigan or in Indiana. “Per- 
sonally, I would not like to see 
the airport in the lake,” he 
said. 

Speaking of Missouri opposi- 
tion to an Illinois airport here, 


the speaker said, “I think the 
big problem is communications. 
As soon as they (Missouri leg- 
islators) are convinced the 
(site) studies are accurate, we 
can proceed.” 

Mr. Peterson presented a 
slide and tape presentation 
demonstrating the economical 
and ecological effects a major 
airport complex would have 
upon the Illinois sector of the 
metropolitan area. The text ac- 
companying the presentation 
said 

“The airport-airways conges- 
tion problem in our nation is 
critical. Today, five major air- 
ports in the New York, Chicago 
and Washington areas have 
reached saturation points. 

“Ten years from now,

Basarich summed up his ar- 
gument. by contending that an 
impasse in the council over se- 


lection of a consulting engineer 
would delay completion of the 
preliminary engincering report 
beyond the April 30 deadline 
and resuy in a loss of federal 
and state grants. 

Mayor Partney countered: 

“The city will not lose its 
grants. The worst that could 
happen would be that the 
grants might be delayed a 
year.”

State Ready to Call Bids Soon on 
Dobrey Slough Drainage Project 


Drainage control ordinances 
that will clear the way for an 
immediate start on a state pro- 
gram of flood control in the 
Dobrey Slough area of Nameoki 
township and North Granite 
City were approved Monday 
night by the Granite City coun- 
cil and yesterday by the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict. 

Adoption of the ordinances 
which would require permits 
for future construction, earth 
fills, excavations or other de- 
velopments in the area onc 
the drainage improvement 
accomplished, was required by 
the Illinois State Division of 
Waterways prior to its expendi- 
ture of an estimated $100,000 
for the drainage control pro- 
gram. 

Mayor Donald Partney told 
the city council before  intro- 
duction of the bill to that body 
Monday night that it is his un- 
derstanding that the Division 
of Waterways, once the ordi- 
nances were approved, plans to 
call bids on the Dobrey Slough 
drainage project about April 1. 
He said it is” possible that 
“work may get under way by 
mid-April or the latter part of 
the month at the latest.” 

In obtaining approval of the 
same ordinance at a meeting 
of the levee district board of 
trustees yesterday in East St. 
Louis, William “Mike’

The waterways division 
stepped into the. Dobrey Slough 
drainage problem a year ago 
after Merrill Ottwein of Ed- 
wardsville, then State Senator 
of the rd district, obtained 
passage of a senate resolution 
directing the state department 
to act. Former Senator Ott 


wein's resolution was prompted 
by damaging flash floods in 
July, 1969. 

The plan calls for pumping 
the Dobrey Slough area in 
Nameoki township and con- 
struction of a-drainage line that 
will extend along the Southern 
Railroad tracks to a point near 
the Cargill elevator where it 
will pass under the tracks and 
feed into Elm Slough and thus 
into Horseshoe Lake.

Education Fund Cut in 


$5.9 Billion 


A state budget of $5.98 bil. 
lion for 1972 without any in- 
crease in taxes was proposed 
yesterday by Governor Rich- 
rd B. Ogilvie to a joint ses- 
sion’ of the Illinois General 
Assembly at Springfield. 

The new budget of almost $6 
billion from current revenues 
and $325 million from two bond 
issues—one of which has not 
been approved—compares with 
appropriations of $5.028 billion 
for the present fiscal year that 
ends June. 30. The current 
budget did not include any bond 
monies. 

The proposed Illinois. opera- 
tional budget of $5.662 billion is 
an "increase of $634 million 
above present spending with a 
major portion of the increase 
to go for welfare needs, ex- 
pected to rise $261 million over 
1971 expenditures next year,

Ogilvie rejected the 
funding requests of the state 
universities and urged the 
General Assembly to do the 
same. 

The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education after slicing original 
requests of the individual in- 
stitutions approved total uni- 
versity requests of $859 mil- 
lion. Ogilvie recommended an 
appropriation to institutions of 
higher learning of only $672 
million, an increase of 5% 
above the present spending 
and $187 million less than re- 
quests made by the univer 
sities. 


$1.8 Billion Education 


The governor told lawmakers 
his budget provided for an 
overall appropriation of $1.839 
billion for education, including 
elementary, secondary and vo-

The Day Care Center, or the 
Adult Activity Group, as it is 
now known, was initiated in 
1967 as an inter-agency project 
of the Quad-City Mental Health 
Clinic, the Illinois Department 
of Public Aid, St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital in Granite City and the 
Office of Economic Opportunity.

Ogil- 
vie and St. Louis Mayor Alfonso 
J. Cervantes announced approv- 
al of major participants to de- 
velop a new $350 million air- 
port. 

“Results of a comprehensive 
survey indicate a site east of 
St. Louis will best serve air 
travelers of the metropolitan 
area from the standpoints of 
cost, air space and access, to 
passengers. 

“The final site will be deter- 
mined by the city of St. Louis, 
the state of Illinois and the air- 


lines. The decision will be re- 
viewed and approved by the 
FAA. 

“Emphasis is being placed 
upon coordination of ground ac- 
cess to the airport to solve the 
growing problem major air-_ 
ports face in getting the people 
to the planes. 

“Governor Ogilvie is placing 
a high premium on_ environ- 
mental considerations. He has 
asked that all planning include 
the most advanced techniques 
to minimize air pollution and 
ecological problems. Steps will 
be taken to provide a residence 
restricted belt around the area 
to act as a noise buffer zone.

With assistance and encour- 
agement from the staff, the par- 
ticipants search for greater 
clarity of personal goals and 
form a more helpful, fruitful 
and happy life. 

A large percentage of en- 
rollees in this program suffer 
from depression and resulting 
withdrawal, and the program 
serves as a resocialization pro- 
gram while some patients also 
receive one-to-one therapy at 
the clinic.

(Illinois Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation) 
The Columbia, Ill., area was 
the recommended site for the 
new metropolitan airport in a 
study made public by St, Louis 

Mayor Cervantes. 

The report, prepared by Hor- 
ner & Shifrin, consulting engi- 
neers, St, Louis, selected the 
area between Columbia and Wa- 
terloo as the best place to lo- 
cate the new transportation 
facility 

The two other sites that were 
seriously considered were in 
Missouri, one at Cedar Hill in 
Jefferson County and the sec- 
ond at Foristell in western St. 
Charles County. 

The engineers reported 
that the Columbia site would 
require the movement of 
less material and would be 
closer to the urban area 
than the other two major 
areas, 

The Illinois location was rec- 
ommended after six possible 


sites in Missouri and six in Illi- 
nois were studied. 

Another study on the location 
of the new proposed airport, 
this one requested by the St 
Louis Metropolitan Airport Au- 
thority through the firm of R. 
Dixon Speas, should be made 
public some time this spring. 

Reportedly, a public hearing 
on the location of the new air- 
port may not be held until the 
fall, thereby allowing the state 
of Missouri to produce yet a 
third study on the location of 
the proposed new airport. 

Considerable construction ac- 
tivity was stopped again last 
week by unemployed minority 
construction workers. A hous- 
ing project in East St. Louis 
and St, Mary’s Hospital in East 
St. Louis were included in the 
shutdown. Attempts were made 
to stop construction on St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital in Alton. 

Reportedly the stoppage of 
construction results from the 
actions of the United’ Black 
Workers Association. Paul Wis- 


ner, director of the Governor's 
Office of Human Resources, 
said the state of ‘Illinois is un- 
able to apply further sanctions 
on local labor unions that re- 
fuse to refer black workers to 
highway construction jobs. 


The financial problems of 
Southern Illinois University 
were described at a general 
meeting of the faculty. 
Because of the limited avail- 

able funds, services to the 
community may have to be re- 
duced and sabatically leaves for 
the faculty postponed. A reduc- 
ton in the size of the faculty is 
another possibility. 

Unless a new source of funds 
is found or the decision of the 
SIU Board of Trustees can be 
changed, the chances of a Mis- 
sissippi River Festival this year 
look bleak. By a vote of 4-3, 
the university trustees voted 
against supporting the Festival 
for this coming summer. 

Directors of the River 
Festival have agreed to go 
ahead with plans for the 
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Festival and to attempt to 

raise the necessary moncy 

from all possible sources. 

Last year, the MRF, which 
attracted 118,440 persons, was 
aided by a $75,000 grant from 
the university and a matching 
sum from metropolitan area 
citizens and organizations on 
both sides of the river.

The money is a 37.1 percent 
increase: over last year when 
Granite City schools ‘received 
$259,900 and does not include 
regular state education grants. 

The figures were announced 
in Springfield Tuesday as Gov. 
Ogilvie sent a special message 
on elementary and secondary 
education to the General As- 
sembly. 

Ogilvie said his 1972 budget 
calls for $755 million for state 
formula aid to local elementary 
and secondary programs, an 
increase of $51 million over the 
1971 level. 

Three-Part Program 

The Governor said the for- 
mula aid comes in three parts: 

—$46 million for distribution 
to 25-urban areas. 

—$29 million for allocation to 
all districts under the present

(P.S.W.) is assigned to Collins- 
ville one day per week for pur- 
poses of providing consultation 
to the schools and operating a 
satellite clinic. She is housed 
in the school district adminis- 
tration office. 

Half of Mrs. Shelby’s day is 
spent each week in consulting 
with school counselors, teach- 
ers, principals and psychol- 
ogists in regard to students now 
being treated by the clinic or 
students the school personnel 
feel are presenting problems 
that they do not feel compe- 
tent to handle. 

In this way, appropriate re- 
ferrals can be identified and 
seen directly in Collinsville by 
Mrs. Shelby with full back-up 
service of the clit should 
more intensive work-ups be 
needed. 

Advice to Counselors 

In other instances, where re- 
ferral for clinic treatment is 
not indicated, Mrs. Shelby has 
met with much success in ad- 
vising school counselors of how 
to handle the situation and pro- 
viding them with support by 
assuring them that they are do- 
ing an adequate job with the 
child. ° 

The other half of Mrs. Shel- 
by’s day in Collinsville is spent 
in direct service to the clinic 
patients in the Collinsville area, 

This program is being ex- 
panded to two days per week, 
since the workload has become 
too heavy to handle on a one- 
day-a-week basis. 

Also being planned for the 
near future are workshops and 
groups for teachers dealing pri- 
marily with behavior ,manage- 
ment in the classroom.

Recommending $1.1196 billion 
for public aid next year, Ogil- 
vie said he faced ‘‘the almost 
insatiable demands” of wel- 
fare and higher education. 

The revenue sources set out 
by Ogilvie include $65 million 
contingent upon congressional 
approval of the President's 
family assistance plan, plus 
$75 million extra from in- 
creased participation in federal 
matching programs for public 
aid, children and family serv- 
ices, corections and mental 
health. 

“In the event that new fed- 
eral revenues are not forth- 
coming,” the governor said, 
“we will have to tighten our 
belts drastically to see us 
through the coming fiscal year. 
There will have to be severe 
cutbacks in existing vital pro- 
grams.” 

Welfare Costs Rise 

The sharpest increase—36%— 
in the operational budget is for 
the categorical welfare pro- 
gram funded by state and fed- 
eral governments. 

Other increases include: Men- 
tal health care, up 13 per cent 
excluding transfer of $16.7 mil- 
lion from public funds and 18 
per cent including the trans- 
ferred funds, from $282.7 mil- 
lion to $334.6 million. 

Ogilvie called for issuance of 
$200 million of anti-pollution 
bonds under the $750. million 
program approved last Novem- 
ber by the voters. 

He also proposed to issue $75 
million in bonds for starting the 
supplementary freeway  sys- 
tem; $25 million for aid to 
mass transportation; and $25 
million for airport development 

These funds would come from 
a $900 million transportation 
bond issue he recommended to 
the General Assembly Feb. 17. 
No legislation to implement 
this proposal has yet been in- 
troduced. 

In addition to the increased 
budget for the Department of 
Mental Health, the governor's 
budget seeks: 

An increase from $70 million 
to $82 million for the  Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services, principally for foster 
children and day care centers. 

An $86 million appropriation 
for the Department of Correc- 
tions, compared to $78 and $66 
million in preceding years. 

Nearly $44 million’ for the 
Department of Conservation 
which includes $20 million for 
purchase of new park lands

Casper Nighohossian New 
City Attorney at Madison 


The Madison City Council 
voted Tuesday night to hire 
Casper Nighohossian, 921b Nied- 
ringhaus Ave., as an interim 
attorney to handle city traffic 
and routine condemnation cases 
until the end of the city’s fis- 
cal year April 30. 

Nighohossian, an assistant 
states attorney, was recom- 
mended for the post by John 
Gitchoff, corporation counsel. 
The attorney was appointed by 
Mayor Mike Sasyk and con- 
firmed unanimously by the city 
council. He will start immedi- 
ately at a salary of $200 per 
month, 

Gitchoff appealed for assist- 
ance because the resignation of 
City Attorney Nick Vasiloff last 
month left him as the city’s 
only legal representative. 

“I am unable to carry on my 
own practice and act as corpo- 
rattion counsel and city attor- 
ney,” Gitchoff said. 

Sasyk termed the move “a 
temporary one,” and said he 
still is investigating the possi- 
bility of the city, the Madison 
School Board and Nameoki 
Township hiring jointly a full- 
time attorney to handle the 
legal affairs of all three bodies. 

Gitchoff said he feels the plan 
will not work because the three 
groups are paying about $1,500 
per year for legal services and 
a fulltime attorney could not 
be retained for that salary. 

He said job security could not 
be offered to a full-time attor- 
ney for the three bodies because 
a change in the city or town- 
ship administration, or the elec- 
tion of a new school board 
member, could result in break- 
ing the agreement and the dis- 
missal of the attorney.

Charles Moerlien, alderman- 
at-large of Ward Five whose 
term of office expires in April, 
renewed his plea for appoint- 
ment of Research Planning &

Moerlien is a member of the 
Pollution Plant Committee. He 
submitted a minority report 
opposing the Johnston’ selection 
by Basarich and Green, the 
other two members of the com- 
mittee. 

Mayor Partney told the coun- 
cil that engineering fees for. the 
sewage treatment plant project 
and construction of interceptor 
sewers at a total estimated cost 
of $7.5 million will amount to 
approximately $525,000 on the 
basis of the fee schedule au- 
thorized by the Illinois Society 
of Engineers. 

“At the rate allowed by the 
Illinois Society, for engineering 
work on the treatment plant 
and the necessary interceptors, 
based on an estimated cost of 
$7.5 million, the engineer’ who 
handles this job will receive 
about $376,000,” the mayor said. 

“In addition, inspection work 
and clean-up details will mean 
about $150,000 more for total 
fees of around $525,000,” he 
added. 

Worried About Committees 

Alderman Clyde Boyd said he 
believes the controversy is 
making a bad impression for 
the council’s committee image. 

“I’m wondering what kind of 
a position we are putting our 
committees in when we repeat- 
edly ask them to do something, 
and then they bring in a report 
and recommendation and the 
mayor and council says, ‘Well, 
here's the way it should have 
been done.’ ” 

Boyd pointed out the commit- 
tee held long hearings, came 
up with a recommendation, 
“and now here we are at an 
impasse that may make us 
miss our deadline.” 

Alderman Walter Nonn, who 
is seeking re-election in Ward 
Five in’ the April 6 municipal 
election, directed a warning to 
the mayor when he suggested 
that the impasse over the se- 
lection of the Johnston firm 
could kill the chances for ap- 
proval of a bond referendum to 
provide funds for the city’s 
share of building the intercep- 
tor sewer system, 

Said Nonn: 

“You know you have a $3.5 
million dollar interceptor sewer 
system to build and you're go- 
ing to have to pass bonds for 
it. If we get into an impasse 
here, do you think these alder- 
men are going to feel like going 
to their people and asking them 
to vote for those bonds? 

“We (the aldermen) are the 
ones who have to ask the, peo- 
ple to spend more money for 
these sewers, and I don’t think 
an argument here is going to 
help convince them that they 
should approve it.”” . 

Mayor Partney shot back: 

“Come on, Walter. You know 
better than that. You and I both 
know that these things have to 
be built. If we don’t build the 
treatment plant and the sewers 
we need, the state can come in 
here and fine us up to as much 
as $1000.a day for every day it 
isn’t built. 

“We'll have to raise our 
share by bonds and the people 
really don’t have any choice. 
‘You know that and I know it, 
so what are you trying to tell 
these people?”

Jury in GC Court Returns 
$300,000 Damage Verdict 


A $300,000 jury verdict direct- 
ed against two Highland physi- 
cians and St. Joseph Hospital 
of Highland was returned in the 
Granite City court of Associate 
Circuit Judge Fred Schuman 
yesterday to climax one of the 
longest civil suits in recent his- 
tory in this area — requiring 17 
full days of technical testimony 
concerning a disease known as 
retro lental fibroplasia. 

The jury, which returned its 
verdict at 11:30 a.m, after 114 
hours of deliberation, found in 
favor of the Granite City Trust 
& Savings Bank as conservator 
of the estate of Anthony Dodd, 
now 414 years old and blinded 
by the ailment which allegedly 
was induced by administration 
of too much oxygen at the time 
he was born, according to at- 
torneys in the case. 

The original complaint, filed 
in 1968, sought damages total- 
ing $750,000. 

The child for whom the ver- 
dict was returned is the son of 
Mr. and.Mrs. Billy (Alice) Dodd 
who were residents of Granite 
City at the time the boy was 
born. They now live near Clear- 
water, Fla. 

The trial, which opened Feb. 
8 in the Granite City circuit 
court, was marked by a parade 
of physicians and technicians 
who testified to the medical his- 
tory of retro lental fibroplasia, 
a disease that destroys retinal 
tissues due to excessive expos- 


ure to pure oxgyen, according 
to Morris Chapman. 

Attorney, Chapman, with Wil- 
liam Schooley, also a Granite 
City attorney, handled the case 
for the plaintiffs. : 

It was brought out that the 
disease once claimed many vic- 
times until disclosure that it 
due to oxygen exposure: which, 
until that time, had been con- 
sidered harmless. 

At the time the Dodd infant 
was kept is an incubator in St. 
Joseph Hospital due to his pre- 
mature birth, the danger of oxy- 
gen exposure and its effects 
were widely known in the medi- 
cal field, Chapman contended. 

According to Chapman, the 
Dodd boy was born prematurely 
and weighed two pounds and 
three ounces. He was placed in 
an incubator and subjected to 
27 days of uninterrupted oxy- 
gen treatment, the attorney 
charged. Chapman and Schooi- 
ey argued that the exposure to 
oxygen, allegedly without con- 
suitation with specialists who 
could have determined the pro- 
per amount of exposure, result- 
ed in the child’s blindness caus- 
ed by retinal damage. 

In addition to St. Joseph Hos- 
pital at Highland, defendants in 
the case were Dr, Gerald Ham- 
mond and Dr. Edward Hetiger, 
both of Highland and members 
of the hospital staff, according 
to Chapman.

Cardio- 
vascular diseases are the cause 
of nearly 400,000 deaths among 
women each year . . . or two: 
thirds as many as in men. Half 
of the 200,000 stroke fatalities 
recorded each year are women 
. . + and women make up half 
of the estimated 18 million 
Americans with high blood 
pressure. These statistics de- 
stroy the myth of female im- 
munity to cardio-vascular ill- 
ness, And they should encour- 
age women to be as concerned 
with their own fitness as they 
are with their husband's. 
O'Reilly says a comprehensive 
fitness program may include 
controlling the amount and kind 
of fats in the diet . . . dietary 
programs to combat  over- 
weight . . . controlling high 
blood pressure . . . giving up 
smoking . . . and exercise pro 
grams to improve physical fit- 
ness. But, O’Reilly says these 
programs should be planned 
with your physician's advice.

An automobile believed by St.

Police said the auto discov- 
ered may have been used after 
a transfer was made from the 
initial get-away vehicle.

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Court Ruling Affects 
Jailing Poor on Fines 


Sixty-five persons currently 
serving sentences in jails in 
the two-state metropolitan area, 
including one in the ‘Madison 
County ‘Jail at Edwardsville, 
could be affected by Tuesday's 
Supreme Court ruling against 
imprisoning those who cannot 
pay court-imposed fines. 

Many of the 65 prisoners are 
serving terms under laws that 
provide alternatives to the 
judge of a fine or jail, making 
it doubtful that the unanimous 
decision would affect all those 
imprisoned. The case before the 
Supreme Court involved a viola- 
tion punishable only by a fine. 

Serving terms at varying 
amounts a day to pay off the 
fines in additipn to the Madison 
County prisoner were 10 in St 
Clair County \Jail, two in the 
East St, Louis Jail, 42 in the 
St. Louis Workhouse, eight in 
St. Louis City Jail and two in 
St. Louis County Jail. 

Justice William J. Brennan, 
who delivered the unanimous 
decision, said imprisoning a 
convicted poor man for an of- 
fense punishable only by fine 
is invidious discrimination in 
violation of the Constitution's 
guarantee of equal protection of 
the laws. 

At the same time, Brennan 
said, the court was not ruling 
out the imprisonment of a de- 
fendant with the means to pay 
a fine who refuses or neglects 
to do so 

In a second ruling, the court 
ordered the states to open their 
divorce courts to poor people 
who are unable to pay the cost 
of the suits.

He enlists the aid of Mosca, 
who, indicted by the courts for 
stealing bread, has been sent 
to_the “‘virtuous” Signore Vol- 
pon for moral instruction. 
Mosca learns the roles and 
tricks Volpone teaches him and 
soon is as good as his master. 

In the denouement of the 
play, Mosca surpasses the 
master and the mantle of power 
falls on his shoulders. As the 
curtain descends, the audience 
is left to decide how the new 
ruling influence in Venice will 
treat his fellow man. 

Open to the public, admission 
free, the National ‘Theater’s 
presentation of ‘“Volpone” is 
the last Artist-Lecture Series 
attraction of the winter quarter 
at SIU-SW.

40% of Women's, Children's 
Clothing Is Made at Home 


It’s groovy! It's in! It’s doing 
your own thing! 

And it saves money,. giving 
people at the same time an op- 
portunity to express their crea- 
tivity and individuality in terms 
of quality and variety in.wear- 
ing apparel. 

These are some of the many 
reasons for the tremendous 
boom in home .sewing, reports 
the Family Economics Bureaw. 

Whatever the reason, more 
than 45 million American wom- 
en—and some men—have made 
home sewing a $3 billion a year 
industry. And the business is 
booming; it expects a 15% gain 
in 1971. 

Renewed interest in home 
crafts, inflation, and the rebel- 
lion against longer sKirts are 
primary factors responsible for 
the popularity of home sewing. 

At least 600 million garments 
—two out of every five worn by 
women and children—are now 
made at home. 

Last year, about one billion 
yards of material were sold at 
an average price of $2 a yard. 
Notions such as thread, zippers, 
pins and buttons amounted to 
$400 million. About $225 million 
in patterns were sold, ‘along 
with over two million sewing 
machines. 

The future looks bright for 
the industry. Home sewing was 
long considered an old-lady’s 
task. But today’s seamstresses 
are young—nearly half are un- 
der 30. Sewing is the No. 1 
hobby of teenagers, and 25% of 
teenage girls have their own 
sewing machines. 

The most significant fact 
about sewing is that it was 
changed from a chore to a 
hobby. And the credit goes to 
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the young. While it used to be 
considered square ‘to 
your own clothes, women are 
now proud to say, “Thank you, 
I made it myself. 

Today’s youth have discov- 


ered home crafts as a way of 


expressing themselves—a way 
to be creative and to person- 
alize a.mass-production world. 
They are too’ young to have the 
older generation’s depression 
hang-ups about home-made 
clothes. They started the trend, 
and the older generation is fol- 
lowing suit. 

The rising cost of ready-to- 
wear clothes has had a great 
impact on the sewing- boom. 

The introduction of a new 
fashion—the midi—in a reces- 
sion-jittery economy has sent 
millions of women to their sew- 
ing machines. The declining 
quality of ready-to-wear clothes 
has made many women aware 
that they can have a better 
dress for less money if they do 
it themselves. 

The cost of home-made fash- 
ions can be almost nothing—or 
a lot, depending on the mood 
and the pocketbook. Fabric 
prices ranged from 69-cents to 
$99 a yard at one retail store. 
But the average price for a 
home-made dress is estimated 
to be $10 to $12—between one- 
fourth and one-half of a com- 
parable ready-to-wear item, 

The home sewer has become 
more and more willing to pay 
higher prices per yard as long 
as she gets quality fabric. No 
matter what she pays, the fin- 
ished garment is still less than 
a ready-made. 

People who don’t know how to 
sew are learning. Over six mil- 
lion. teenagers are enrolled in 
sewing courses at school. 

Sewing classes consistently 
have the highest enrollment of 
all adult education classes. 
Sewing machine retailers, de- 
partment stores and fabric 
shops report a great demand 
for sewing classes — both for 
beginners and advanced sew- 
ers. 

Today, it’s easy for even a 
novice to turn out handsome 
garments. Nothing did as much 
for the home sewer as the dis- 
appearance of the waistline. 
The easy-to-make shift and A- 
line dress make it possible for 
a woman to whip up a dress 
in a hurry. 

The textile industry's devel- 
opment of bonded and perma- 
nently pressed fabrics, as well 
as knits, has made sewing 
much easier for amateur seam- 
stresses. Fabrics don’t stretch 
out of shape and seams don’t 
pucker while the item is being 
made. 

Knits, especially the polyester 
double-knits, have cornered 


make! 


more than half the fabric mar- 
ket. The newest fabric is the 
texturized woven polyester — 
offering all the plusses of dou- 
ble-knits and greater manage- 
ability at the machine. 

Sewing has taken on a new 
slant, with the emphasis on 
fashion. Much of it is being 
done in affluent suburbs where 
women have a lot of leisure 
time. Changing life-styles de- 
mand a larger and’ more va- 
ried wardrobe, and sewing pro- 
vides the key. 

Most home sewers: are impul- 
sive fabric buyers, and they’re 
often chagrined at the piles of 
fabric stacked up in their clos- 
ets. They're often impulsive 
sewers too, making something 
tonight to wear tomorrow. 

With ready-to-wear displayed 
in stores months ahead of sea- 
son, unlegs a person buys then 
and there, when the season 
does roll around about the only 
way to get a new outfit is to 
make it yourself, some report. 

Most sewing is still done on 
the essential’ s—children’s 
clothes and women’s dresses. 
But while dress patterns still 
top sales lists, sportswear is 
becoming more and more popu- 
lar. 

Best selling patterns are 
those that offer. a variety of 
looks from a single pattern, al- 
though it is mainly older wom- 
en who save and reuse a pat- 
tern, The Family Economics 
Bureau found that sales of a 
pattern increase when a partic- 
ular item is hard to find in 
ready-to-wear. 

Lingerie sewing is becoming 
extremely popular, with spe- 
cialty fabric shops and classes 
springing up all over the coun- 
try. 

Stretch fabric available now 
makes possible the creation of 
swimsuits, ski pants and other 
sportswear that previously 
could only be bought ready- 
made, Suedes, fake furs and vi- 
nyls are also available for 
coats, jackets and trimmings— 
even boots! 

One area for potential growth 
in the home sewing field might 
well be in men's apparel. The 
craze for making men’s neck- 
ties ig already a beginning. 

Men's clothes suffer from the 
same ills and high prices as 
women's and children’s » gar- 
ments. Even men are enrolling 
in tailoring classes and are 
learning to turn out their own 
sport coats. 

For the majority of ‘home 
sewers, economy is not the 
main motive, although they do 
save money in the process. 
Most ‘sew simply because they 
enjoy it and use it as a creative 
outlet.

Students took more than 7,500 
proficiency examinations at 
Southern “Illinois University’s 
Catbondale campus last year 
and enough of them passed to 
represent a half-million dollars 
in classroom savings.

. (Editor’s note: The following 
is an article written by Cherie 
Chapman Granite City High 
School student, and published 
in the March issue of Illinois 
History, a publication for teen- 
agers sponsored by the Illinois 
State Historical Society. It is 
entitled ‘Granite City’s Gran- 
ite”. 

In the late 1800s William F. 
Niedringhaus set up a company 
for the manufacturing of black 
ware, japanned ware, tinware, 
galvanized ware and enamel 
ware. It was called the Stamp_ 
ing Works, or National Enamel- 
ing & Stamping Co. 

This company was built in 
what is now called Granite 
City. At the time that the plant 
was erected, however, the area 
was largely farmland and popu- 
lated by a comparatively small 
number of citizens. 

Granite Ware 

The National Enameling & 
Stamping Co. had a process for 
making a kind of enamel ware 
called “granite ware’ because 
the black flecks on the gray 
background gave| the products 
the look of granite. 

People talked about the com- 
pany and the granite shop and 
referred’ to the area around it 
as “Granite City”, thus .provid- 
ing the name for one of Illinois’ 
many industrial cities. 

The Stamping Works manu- 
factured many products: 55-gal- 
lon steel drums or barrels, 
pails, measures, spoons, ladles, 
cabinets, coffee boilers, mixing 
bowls, pie pans, tea and coffee 
biggins or pots, colanders, dou- 
ble boilers, wash basins, pitch- 
ers, match boxes, garbage buck- 
ets’ and canners. 

It was ¢the first company to 
come out with an electric roast- 
er. At one time the company, 
with branches throughout the 
United States, was the largest 
producer of enamel ware in the 
country, 

Blitzkrieg Cans 

The Stamping Works manu- 
factured many products for use 
in World War II, One was an 
ingenious article called the 
“blitzkrieg can”. This was a 
five-gallon container, approxi- 
ately three feet high and 
about one foot in diameter. 

These containers were de- 
signed to float just below the 
surface of the water. The cans, 
containing fuel or other sup- 
plies, could be grouped togeth- 
er by the hundreds and pushed. 
from a landing ship almost to 
the shore. 

In this way the soldiers could 
keep their supplies hidden from 
the enemy. These “blitzkrieg 
cans” were also used as food 
containers. Because the inside 
was like a thermos, hot foods 
were packed in them and then, 
parachuted to the troops. 

Even though the company 
manufactured such a variety of 
items, it did not have a brand 
name for its products. It re 
tailed through such stores as 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., ‘Shap 
leigh Hardware, Montgomery 
Ward and many others. ‘These 
stores then put their names on 
the products, 

Changed to NESCO 

The name of the National 
Enameling & Stamping Co. was 
later changed, to NESCO, as it 
is still known. Now, however, 
NESCO has discontinued all of 
its products but steel barrels 
because today’s housewife pre- 
fers pans made of aluminum, 
copper or stainless steel... 

NESCO is now located on 
Niedringhaus Avenue, which 
was named for the man who 
built NESCO. This avenue was 
the first street laid out in Gran- 
ite City, 

The granite ware for which , 
the city was named may have 
disappeared from the market, 
but the name will live as long 
as there is a Granite City 
(From an interview with 
Charles C. Chapman, a former 
employe of NESCO.)

Right of Petition Replaces 
An Old Word--'Lobbying' 


A bill designed to replace the 
present federal “Regulation of 
Lobbying Act’? was introduced 
Monday by Congressman Mel- 
vin Price (D-East St. Louis), 
chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Standards of Official 
Conduct. It was cosponsored by 
Congressman Jackson E. Betts 
(R-Ohio), ranking minority 
member of the committee, 
which is sometimes referred to 
as the Ethics Committee. 

“We believe the provisions of 
this bill add up to a decided im- 
provement over the existing 
statutes; which nearly everyone 
regards as wholly deficient,” 
Cong. Price said. “At the same 
time we believe our proposed 
susbtitute to be entirely reason- 
able 

“Its. prime objective is to 
provide timely information on 
the activities of persons and 
organizations involved in efforts 
to influence the legislative proc- 
ess, This information would in- 
clude reports on the origins, 
amounts and use of funds and 
other ‘resources.”” 

Free Speech Preserved 

Mr. Betts pointed out that the 
First Amendment to the Consti- 
specifically guarantees 
“the right of the people . 
petition the Government 
redress of grievances.” 
are well aware,” he said, “that 
free speech and the Constitu- 
tional right of petition must be 
meticulously preserved, and we

In this connection, Price 
noted that nowhere in the com- 
mittee-backed bill is this right 
of petition referred to as “lob- 
bying.” We are of the opinion, 
he explained, that the right of 
petition deserves a better title 
than “lobbying,” - which, he 
said, acquired an evil connota- 
tion many years ago when lob- 
byists were caricatured as fat, 
cigar - smoking, money - laden, 
under-the-table operatives 

“Most of today's lobbying 
serves the legislative, process 
legitimately,"" Mr. Price said. 
“We believe our proposed sub- 
stitute for the 1946 statute will 
improve that process by pro- 
viding a better balance of in- 
formation on which to make 
decisions.” 

As explained by Mr. Price, 
the committee-backed bill would 
rely largely on tighter disclo- 
sure and enforcement provi- 
sions for remedying weaknesses 
in the existing law.

SIU's Vocational Technical Institute 
Meeting Statewide, National Needs 


Many of the technicians who 
form the backbone. of the 
state’s burgeoning industrial 
and business complex are com- 
ing from a collection of wooden 
buildings in downstate Illinois 
that house what may well be 
the nation’s most unusual tech- 
nical school. 

Founded two decades ago to 
provide occupational training in 
the badly-depressed ‘‘Egypt,” 
Southern Illinois University’s 
Vocational Technical Institute 
at Carbondale now attracts stu- 
dents from all over the nation 
andenrolls four times as many 
from Cook County alone as 
from its home base in William- 
son County. 

“That's the way ‘it was 
planned, says Ernest J. Simon, 
former state director of voca- 
tional education and retired 
chief architect of the VTI edu- 
cational concept. 

“VTI began as an attempt to 
serve an area need, but with 
the resources of a great uni- 
versity to support it, the school 
has changed with changing 
technology to {fill statewide and 
even national needs,” Simon 
observed ' 

The only university-connected 
school of its type in the state, 
VTI was termed ‘‘a model for 
‘similar schools throughout the 
nation” by Gov. Richard Ogil- 
vie jn the proclamation of 
“Dean Ernest J, Simon Day” 
honoring the veteran educator

for his 52 years of service. Con- 
struction is scheduled to start 
there this spring on a perma- 
nent campus- designed to ac- 
comodate 5,000 students in ten 
years. 

Nearly 1,400 Students 

Restricted by space in the 
World War Il-era buildings it 
now occupies in the former Ill{- 
nois Ordnance Plant, VTI cur- 
rently has nearly 1,400 students 
studying such fields as aviation 
technology, mortuary science, 
highway and civil technology, 
corrections and law enforce- 
ment, water resources technol- 
ogy, physical therapy, data 
processing, dental laboratory 
technology and dental hygiene. 

None are the original voca- 
tion programs with. which VTI 
started. Many of those —weld- 
ing, accounting and stenogra- 
phic studies, cosmetology and 
wood technology — have been 
phased out as other schools be- 
came available to accommo- 
date the students. 

“VTI is no longer designed to 
fill area needs alone, but to 
serve as a model for technical 
programs for junior colleges 
and other schools and to con- 
duct programs in the sophisti- 
cated technologie: 
says. 

The school is operating under 
a two-year-old mandate from 
the University administration 
to specialize and develop three 
types of programs, he says. 
They are: 

1) Ones too expensive for lo- 
cal area schools to conduct; 

2) Those too broadly based to 
attract enough students on a 
local basis; and 

3) Programs necessary to the 
University itself or for which 
the University is uniquely 
equipped by virtue of its re- 
sources. 

Meet All Requirements 

Most programs still offered 
at VII meet elements of all 
three requirements, Simon 
points out. 


“Until a school is large 
enough and serves an area 
large enough,” Simon noted, “it 
simply cannot support the more 
sophisticated technical _pro- 
grams.” 

Industry and business cannot 
operate ‘without these techni- 
cians who fill in the gap be- 
tween professionals or engi- 
neers and the production force, 
Simon says. ‘“‘In recent years 
we have seen the rise of a new 
group on the labor market, and 
this new group demands two or 
three or even four years of ed- 
ucation on the college level. 
“We are seeing the same devel- 
opment in modern technical 
professions as when the doctors 
came up from the barbershops 
and the lawyers had to do more 
that ‘read at law’ following the 
industrial revolution.” 

Simon, who served as chair- 
man of the committee on voca- 
tional technical and adult edu- 
cation for the state board of 
higher education's initial mas- 
ter plan study, questions the 
validity of a recent suggestion 
that VTI be turned over to a 
local junior college as an econ- 
omy move. 

The basic error in the sug- 
gestion, he says, is the assump- 
tion that the junior college 
would absorb VTI students. 

Students from All Areas 

“Fewer than 100 come from 
that particular district which 
apparently was suggested be- 
cause VTI is in it,” he points 
out. “There are more than 200 
from Cook county at VTI, for 
instance. Such a move would 
mean that similar programs 
would have to be provided 
throughout the state at a tre- 
mendous cost for the rest of the 
students. 

“You simply cannot support 
adequate staff and facilities for 
expensive technical programs 
on an area basis,”’ Simon points 
out. “That's where you run 
into costly duplication and end

up with very poor programs. 
And if you begin swapping stu- 
dents around among districts to 
build up numbers in the pro- 
grams you're going to have to 
build dormitories and set up 
resident schools, and that is 
not the purpose of the junior 
colleges.” 

Current thinking among tech- 
nical educators leans toward 
developing technical institutes 
in the East St. Louis, Central 

is and Chicago area in ad- 
dition to those for which there 
is a statewide need. 

“Every study of educational 
and manpower need conducted 
in recent years shows a grow- 
ing demand for technicians to 
support our economy,” Simon 
added, ‘‘You will see an upgrad- 
ing of technical education—not 
a step back to area vocational 
schools.””

7,626,000 as of Dec. 31, 1970. 

World War II, dating from 
Sept. 16, 1940 to July 25, 1947, 
had 16,535,000 __ participant 
World War I had 4,744,000. 

The third largest participa- 
tion by American servicemen 
was the Korean Conflict, dating

Americans involved in this con- 
flict. 

The tabulation, Naser said, 
shows that of the 7,626,000 
Vietnam veterans, 887,000 also 
served during the Korean Con- 
flict. 

There have been 44,000 com- 
bat deaths in Vietnam and 38,- 
000 deaths from other causes 
of men on active duty. The 
Korean Conflict had 55,000 cas- 


 ualties. World War II had 406,- 


000 deaths and World War I, 
116,000. 

Naser said that the living 
veteran population of the United 
States was 27,943,000 as of Jan. 
1, 1971. Of these, 4,642,000 are 
from Vietnam; 4,878,000 from 
Korea; 14,374,000 from World 
War II, and 1,466,000 from 
World War I. 

In addition to these veterans 
there is still one living veteran 
from the Indian Wars which 
date from 1817 to 1898. He is 
Fredrak Fraske of Chicago. 
There are approximately 4,000 
living veterans from the Span- 
ish-American War, 1898-1902. 

America’s most costly war in 
lives was the Civil War of 1861- 
1865. No tabulation is made by 
the VA of the Confederate par- 
ticipants and deaths, but there 
were 2,213,000 Union _. partici- 
pants and a total of 364,000 
Union deaths, Other sources 
show 133,821 deaths in Southern 
forces which numbered over 
1,000,000. 

America’s three other wars 
were the Revolution, 1775-1784, 
in which 290,000 men took part, 
4,000 of whom lost their lives; 
the War of 1812 in which 287,- 
000 men took part and only 
2,000 lost their lives, and the 
Mexican War. of 1846-1848 in 
which 13,000 of the 79,000 parti- 
cipants lost their lives.

New Instruction 
Program Planned 
At Local Campus 


Area high schoo) graduates, 
transfer students, and uni- 
versity students are being re- 
cruited and screened for the 
new supplemental instructional 
program for minority, disadvan- 
taged and academic probation- 
ary students on the Southern 
Illinois University-Southwestern 
campus, 

The program, recommended 
for funding by the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education, is designed 
to assist students who have 
economic, educational and so- 
cial backgrounds that would 
hinder successful completion at 
the university, Edward C. Per- 
ry, co-ordinator of the program 
said. 

Recording to Perry, there are 
four components of the program 
with each component operating 
with its own staff, but comple- 
menting the mission of each 
other. 

These components are the col- 
lege preparatory program, the 
developmental and communica- 
tions skills center, student re- 
cruitment and job placement, 
and academic advisement, and 
counseling. 

The college preparatory pro- 
gram will introduce .100 high 
school graduates to the univer- 
sity atmosphere while they earn 
credits in basic courses during 
the summer quarter at STU-SW 
Perry explained. A special fa- 
culty will be used for the sum- 
mer session, familiar with back- 
grounds of disadvantaged stu- 
dents, 

Reading, writing and speak- 
ing will be the skills taught 
within the developmental and 
communications center. Tu- 
torial service will be available, 
Perry said. 

A screening committee has 
been established to select stu- 
dents for the program -aiding 
the student recruitment and job 
placement component. The job 
placement segment will attempt 
to place students on job sites 
that may lead to new careers. 

The academic advisement and 
counseling unit will plan class 
loads and courses. 

The program will accommo- 
date 300 to 400 students during 
the first year, with many stu- 
dents moving in and out of the 
program, especially probation- 
ary students at SIU-SW. 

Even though similar programs 
have existed previously, this is 
an attempt to consolidate and 
provide a comprehensive educa- 
tional commitment to the stu- 
dent through all phases of diffi- 
culties encountered by the mi- 
nority and disadvantaged stu- 
dent, ‘Perry said,

Illinois Coal Mine Production on Rise 


Illinois coal mines produced 
more coal last year than in any 
of the preceding 22 years, David 
L. Gulley, director of the state 
Department of Mines and Min- 
erals, has announced. 

Illinois produced 64,884,103 
tons of coal in 1970, the largest 
annual production since 66,000,- 
000, tons were mined during the 
postwar boom in 1948, Gulley 

id. He said the state produced 

jillion more tons in 1970 than 
in 1968 with an increase of 11 
additional working days. 

Twenty-six counties produced 

= 31,615,570. tons in 29 under- 
ground mines and : 33,268,533 
tons in 36 strip mines in 1970. 
This compares to 25 counties 
producting 27,132,171 tons in 36 
underground mines and 36,080,- 
526 tons in 48 strip mines in 


=] 1966. . 


“The trends are toward few- 
er but larger mines and more 


efficient and modern mine 
equipment,”’ Gulley said. 
Value Higher 

The value of the total amount 
of coal mined last year was 
$283,000,000, or $3 million more 
than the value placed on 64,832,- 
584 tons mined in 1969, he said. 

There were 22,786 fewer min- 
ers working in 1970 than in 
1948, but the number of ‘em- 
ployes has been on the increase, 
according to Gulley. The num- 
ber of employes has ‘increased 
from 8,994 miners on payrolls 
four years ago to 10,214 nfiners 
no payrolls last year. Of those 
employed last year, 6,785 men 
worked in underground mines 
and 3,429 miners worked in strip 
mines. 

“More young men are enter- 
ing the coal mining field in Ili- 
nois every year due to the num- 
ber of mining opportunities 
available to them,” Gulley said. 


In 1948 there were 68 men 
killed in Illinois mines. Last 
year 15 lost their lives, Gulley 
pointed out, noting that many 
more were employed in the 
mines 22 years ago. 

Fourth in Nation 

Last year Illinois was fourth 
in the nation in the number of 
tons of coal produced. West 
Virginia was first, Kentucky 
second and Pennsylvania third. 

Gulley estimates that by late 
1973 Illinois will be mining an 
additional 10 million tons in new 
mines which are in the process 
of opening. The mines bel 
to the Sahara Coal Co., Saline 
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County; the Ayrshire Collieries, 
Jackson County, and Eades Coal 
Co., Jefferson County. 

“The outlook for mining in Illi- 
nois is very good,’”” Gulley said. 
“Not one mine in the state had 
to shut down to comply. with 
safety poruisiions passed by the 
federal government in 1969, 
while many in other states did 
have to shut lown operations. 
This is a credit to our state’s 
laws.

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State Legislation Proposes Fund 
To Offset Insurance Insolvency 


(Springfield Scene) 


The House has passed two 
bills which would require in- 
surance companies in Illinois to 
contribute to a state fund to 
guard against the insolvency of 
other companies. 

The bills (H. 46-47), intro- 
duced by Rep. Bernard Epton, 
Chicago Republican, passed 
without a dissenting vote and 
0 to the State Senate 

Another bill, (H. 548), intro- 
duced by Rep. Otis G. Collins, 
Chicago Democrat, similar. in 
intent to the Epton bills, would 
create a Motor . Vehicle Liabil- 
ity Security Fund to pay claims 
due because of inability or in- 
solvency of a company to meet 
insurance obligations. 

The $10 million fund would be 
financed by a 144% assessment 
of the net amount of premiums 
written by motor vehicle lia- 
bility insurance companies for 
the first two years, and 1% 
thereafter. 

S. 101, to protect the con- 
sumer by requiring the use of 
safety glazed glass in residen- 
tial, commercial or public 
buildings, has been introduced 
by Sen. Arthur J. Bidwill, Riv. 
er Forest Republican. 

Drug, Food Exemption 

Bills to exempt medicine and 
food from the sales tax (S. 117 
to 120) have been introduced by 
Sen, John L. Knuppel, Peters- 
burg Democrat. 

A bill to void wage assign- 
ments and repeal the wage as- 
signments act (H. 551) has 
heen introduced by Rep. Theo- 
dore Meyer, Chicago Republi- 
can. 

The House Industry and La- 
bor Committee has approved 
H. 71, which provides that a 
notice of appeal on the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act may 
be filed within 30 days. A sim- 
ilar bill (H. 72) relating to the 
Workmen's Occupational Dis- 
ease Act was held up for tech- 
nical language changes. 

House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair has appointed Dro John 
F. Johnson of Concordia Theo- 
logical Seminary, Springfield, 
as permanent chaplain of the 
House for this session. 

An amendment to the Guest 
Statute (H. 348) which would 
limit the liability of the opera- 
tor or owner of vehicles to not 
only passengers but also hitch- 
hikers, has been introduced by 
Rep. Anthony Scariano, Park 
Forest Democrat. 

Road-Airport-Transit Plan 

Gov, ,Richard B. Ogilvie has 
proposed a comprehensive four- 
year plan to build badly needed 
freeways, aid failing mass 
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transit companies and improve 
and develop airports, as vitally 
needed for Illinois’ growth. 

The plan calls for the sale of 
$900 million in bonds which 
Budget Bureau Director John 
McCarter estimates could sell 
today for something under 5%, 
adding about $50 million in in- 
terest over the life of the 25- 
year bonds. 

In his message to a joint 
session of the legislature, 
the governor emphasized 
that the bonds could finance 
the projects “without one 
cent of new taxes.” 

To do this, the adminis- 
tration proposes to finance 
$600 million for highways 
from motor fuel tax funds 
while spending $200 million 
for mass transportation and 
$100 million for airport de- 
velopment out of general 
revenue funds. 


In addition, the governor has 
called for the ‘creation of a 
Department of Transportation, 
which would coordinate almost 
all of the transportation func- 
tions of state government. 

Included in the department 
would be a regional public 
transportation agency for the 
six-county area of northeastern 
Illinois “which would be among 
one of the first priorities of the 
Department of Transportation.”” 

Mass Transportation Office 

To emphasize the mass trans- 
portation problems, the gover- 
nor has created a new Office of 
Mass Transportation in the De- 
partment of Local Govern- 
mental Affairs by executive 
order, 

“I have given instructions 
that the first orders of business 
for the new state Office of Mass 
Transportation be as follows,” 
the governor said. 

“First, to work toward the 
creation of a regional coordi- 
nating agency for northeastern 
Illinois public transportation at 
the earliest feasible date, and 
second, to undertake a detailed 
study of the economies of a 
possible operating authority.” 

This office would be trans- 
ferred to the new Transporta- 
tion Department, if approved 
by the legislature, 

Includes Highway Division 

The department would — in- 
clude the present Highway Di- 
vision of the Department of 
Public Works plus the Office of 
Mass Tarnsportation and an 
airport development office, as 
well as the highway regulatory 
functions of the secretary of 
state. 

The present Department of 
Aeronautics would not be ab- 
sorbed by the new department 
and would continue to supervise 
existing aviation facilities, in- 
cluding its regulatory powers 


over private pilots and local 
airport authorities. 

In his message, Gov. Ogilvie 
outlined the responsibilities for 
the new department: 

1. Statewide transportation 
planning 

2. Allocation of public funds 
for transportation purposes.

Pay for Some Women 


Campers and other visitors to 
Illinois Department of Conser- 
vation properties must keep 
their dogs, cats and other ani- 
mals leashed, according to 
Director Henry N. Barkhausen.

Conservation law  enforce- 
ment personnel and park rang- 
ers conduct a vigorous, year- 
round campaign to capture and 
impound the strays, Barkhaus- 
en added.

MARDI-GRAS—PART ONE 


“Let hearts be light. Children 
laugh and people shout.” 

This proclamation by King 
Rex set the tone for the 1971 
Mardi Gras, a time of “mirth 
and merriment,” which my 
family attended this year for the 
first time. 


A hot and humid New Orleans 
greeted us upon arrival there 
by air on the final Carnival 
weekend. Every seat, on the 
plane had been filled, and traf- 
fic was congested during the 
Saturday morning drive to the 
hotel on Royal Street 

Signs along the Way adver- 
tised the “hurricane,” a special- 
ty at one of the leading tourist 
meccas, Pat O'Brien's. ‘“Hep- 
Ur-Sef’’ service stations of- 
fered regular-grade gasoline at 
26 cents a gallon. 

The ever-green “city that care 
forgot” was abloom with aza- 
leas. Intricate highway inter- 
changes led past downtown sky- 
scrapers to the French Quarter 
(Spanish architecture with 
French cooking and traditions). 

John Wayne was appearing in 
“The Longest Day” at a Canal 
Street motion picture theater 
but all eyes were on flags, bunt- 
ing, fleur de lis designs and 
store signs which proclaimed 
“Hail, Rex, and Kings of Carni- 
val.” 


Immediately after unpacking, 
we encountered our first Mardi 
Gras parade and a busy four- 
day whirl had bogun. 

Mardi Gras stands for 
“Fat Tuesday,” the day of 
feasting which precedes Ash 
Wednesday and the season 
of limited fasting. 

New Orleans is noted for fine 
restaurants, and culinary high- 
lights of our stay included 
breakfast at Brennan’s, lunches 
at Galatoire’s and The Court of 
Two Sisters, and dinners at Ar- 
naud’s and Broussard’s. 

Tourist attractions visited in- 
cluded the Cabildo, St. Louis 
Cathedral, Presbytere, Old 
French Market, Jackson 
Square, Napoleon House, La- 
Fitte’s’ Blacksmith Shop, Pi- 

Alley and the Pontalba 
Buildings. 

A cruise on the Mississippi 
River aboard the steamer 
“President” afforded a view of 
the second largest (exceeded by 
New York) U. S. port. 

Vessels docked for Mardi 
Gras included the aircraft car; 
rier Enterprise. 

By far, the hit of the 1971 
Mardi Gri were “‘click- 
clacks”: or “clackers,” the 
toy in which two spheres 
made of shatter-proof resin 
are connected by nylon cord 
and made to rotate and 
strike each other. 

Those who were proficient 
could create a long series of 
rat-tat-tats, and this became 
the dominant sound at near- 
ly all outdoor Mardi Gras 
gatherings. 

The large number of hippies 
and college students attending 
the last two or three Mardi 
Gras festivals was blamed by 
some merchants for frightening 
away a few free-spending visi- 
tors. But the younger set found

some who welcomed it pespite 
its unkept appearance. 

The Mardi Gras Coalition, 
made up of civil, religious and 
social groups and individuals, 
provided emergency medical 
care, legal aid, housing and food 
for part of the influx of thous- 
ands lacking money, food and a 
place to stay. 

To “keep people in a party 
mood” and to de-fuse explosive 
situations, a task force of 300 
young people from, several 
States was active during the fi- 
nal weekend. 

A 24-hour emergency switch- 
board was set up at Chartres 
and Esplanade Streets to supply 
information of all types. Lou- 
isiana State University and Tu- 
lane University students helped 
plan activities to keep all oc 
cupied. 

With taverns Jegally open 
around the clock—some had en- 
tirely vacant window openings— 
and with beer classified as pri- 
marily a food product, there 
was ample opportunity for rev- 
elers of all ages to drink. Many 
teenagers also are believed to 
have used drugs. 

A number became listless and 
sat staring into space, Others 
slept throughout the day on 
sidewalks and lawns. 

Drinking was tolerated on the 
walks and streets, which soon 
were deeply littered with brok- 
en glass and bent soda and 
beer cans, New Orleans street 
crews, using sweeping and 
street - washing machines, 
cleared the pavements early 
each morning. 

As the final day of Mardi 
Gras approached, some 
stores closed and boarded 
up their windows and doors 
to avoid damage by vandals. 


All the furniture was re- 
moved from the lobby of our 
hotel, the Monteleone, and 
canvas was stretched over 
the carpet. Self-service ele- 
vators were switched to 
manual operation to limit 
non-residents to the ground 
floor. 

But no violence was directly 
observed, and the prevailing at- 
titude was one of boisterous 
good will. 

Four men were charged with 
picking the pockets of several 
persons watching a parade near 
our hotel’ Feb. 22. 

A Phoenix, Ariz., man, 63, 
was robbed of $690 and his auto 
Feb. 21 by two men in their 
mit-20s who tied and gagged 
him in his motel room. 

On Feb. 22, a New Orleans 
man, 25, was shot and seriously 
wounded during an argument at 
a tavern. 

The next afternoon, two men 
were shot to death in separate 
incidents, one of them having 
been shot by his wife while the 
couple was watching a parade. 
The other was killed while ad- 
vancing on a police sergeant 
following a tavern disturbance. 

A vehicle in an impromptu 
car-truck parade on Mardi Gras 
Day, following the route of the 
Krewe of Arabi and St. Bernard 
Lions parades, killed a five- 
year-old Colorado boy. 
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Big-Scale Drug Abuse Ring Broken Here; 
Every Local Family Should Be Vigilant 


Because drug abuse is so harmful to the 
users as well as to society in general, it is grati- 
fying to see Granite City and Madison police, 
the Madison County sheriff and the Illinois Bu- 
reau of Investigation move decisively against 
a Quad-City narcotics ring. The scope of the 
operation is shown by the fact that 28 arrests 
were made at six residences and drugs valued 
at $10,000 to $15,000 were confiscated. 


Officers found not only marijuana but 
hashish, LSD, barbiturates, amphetamines and 
paraphernalia for smoking and injecting drugs. 
Those charged ranged in age from 17 to 32. 
Two juveniles, one a 15-year-old Granite City 
boy, also were taken into custody. 


The ring is blamed for supplying SIU-SW 
students with drugs, and IBI Director Mitchell 
Ware alleges that this community has been in- 
volved in not only importing drugs from such 
points as Mexico, California and Arizona but 
ale operating a “‘factory’’ for manufacture of 

It is well that the activity has been halted, 
and all local families should do everything in 
their power to make sure that drug use does 
not spread to additional teenagers and young 
adults. 

Users are the chief victims but also be- 
come a menace when they introduce others to 
the “drug culture’ or when they resort to un- 
authorized conduct in order to finance their 
costly habit. 


Spring Fund Drive by McKendree College 


With Shurtleff College in Alton and Mon- 
ticello College in Godfrey no longer operating 
as private institutions of higher learning, there 
is considerable sentiment favoring accelerated 
assistance to McKendree College, Lebanon. The 
143-year-old Methodist college—two-thirds of 
whose students are of other faiths—is endeav- 
oring_to raise $300,000 by July 1. 

The first college in Illinois and the longest 
Methodist Church affiliate of any in the U. S., 
McKendree has educated many Quad-Cityans 
and for a number of years has had close ties 
to this community. 

Illinois must not let its private colleges be 
squeezed out of existence by economic pressure. 

Proposed grants for state scholars and the 
“Illinois collegiate common market” plan offer 
hope for the future. In the meantime, gifts such 
as those being sought are necessary to meet the 
McKendree budget’ for the coming year.

Strong, Bi-Partisan State Leadership Could 
Give New Life to Mississippi River Festival 


In view of the tight Higher Education 
Board strictures being placed on Southern Illi- 
nois University’s funds, enrollment and services, 
the 4-3 negative vote by the SIU board regard- 
ing a 1971 Mississippi River Festival concert 
series was not a surprise. But it was and is a 
disappointment—one which we believe Gover- 
nor Richard B. Ogilvie and Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Paul Simon ought to do something about. 

With three of the seven university trustees 
having just been replaced, there is some senti- 
ment for reviving the $150,000 allocation at a 
later SIU board meeting. Others who want to 
see the outstanding music program continued 
for a third year suggest a direct appeal to the 
Illinois General Assembly. 

In either case, a strong affirmative stand 
by Gov. Ogilvie, a Republican, could be of ii 
mense value in assuring the needed appropria- 
tion; with the Illinois Senate now divided and 
leaning a bit toward Democratic control, a pro- 
Festival nudge by the Senate's presiding officer, 
Lt. Gov. Simon, also might be decisive in tip- 
ping the scales toward’ legislative action. 

Gov. Ogilvie’s farsighted and persistent ef- 
fort to establish a major metropolitan airport 
in Illinois adjacent to St. Louis has left no doubt 
of his genuine interest in the well-being of the 
southwestern portion of the state. But the fu- 
ture of this region has many facets, and it would 
be hard to overestimate the importance of the 
River Festival. 

The economic, educational and cultural 
impact of the superbly planned and executed 
Festival has been so vast that it already is an 
integral part of our way of life—an attraction 
valued by both residents and visitors. It is a 
“must."’ There should be no turning back from 
the progressive forward momentum which it 
symbolize: 

Certainly, if Mr. Simon were governor, he 
would not permit a program so vital to his 
home county to be abandoned. There is ample 
reason to believe that Gov. Ogilvie has equal 
dedication to our area. 

Prompt intervention by such leaders this 
month undoubtedly would turn the tide and 
prevent loss of what has been accurately called 
one of the finest musical achievements in the 
history of this nation.

W. M. Worthen Park Official for 50 Years 


Service in a public office is an honor which 
many never attain. Consecutive service in the 
same office for 50 ycars is an almost unheard-of 
record, but this is precisely what William Milton 
Worthen has achieved. 

Elected as a park commissioner along with 
Martin G. Stanek, William Schooley, John W. 
Costley and John R. Kelahan at the time voters 
formed the Granite City park district in 1921, 
Mr. Worthen has been re-elected regularly since 
then and remains an active board member. At 
points during the half centry, he served as pres- 
ident of the board and as president of the Illi- 
nois Association of Park Districts. 

The good works he has helped provide 
for the local public are obvious. The widely- 
praised system of scenic beauty spots and rec- 
reation facilities serves as a fine testimonial to 
his diligence and dedication. 


As if there was not enough 
other excitement, a spectacular 
fire broke out in an Orange Ju- 
lius stand next to famed An- 
toine’s restaurant at 5:30 p.m 
Sunday and spread to the 809 
Club and the Bourbon Apart- 
ment Hotel. 


No injuries occurred but there 
was heavy damage to the build- 
ing housing the soft drink busi- 
ness, night club and apart- 
ments. Dense smoke occasional- 
ly obscured from view firemen 
directing streams of water into 
the upper stories from the tops 
of two tall ladders. 

Equally dense crowds hamp- 
ered the tasR of moving fire 
trucks along the narrow French 
Quarter streets. Aided by a 
brick firewall, the firefighters 
saved 131-year-old Antoine's. 

Earlier the same day, 
strong winds buffeted the 
crowds filling Mardi Gras 
streets; the weather appar- 
ently was linked to the doz- 
ens of tornadoes which dev- 
astated flat lands of the 

Mississippi River, killing 

about 100 persons in Missis- 

sippi and Louisiana and de- 
stroying thousands of homes. 

Weather the following day, 
Feb. 22, was cold, but Mardi 
Gras Day itself was sunny and 
pleasant 

“Everybody ‘goes bananas’ on 
Mardi Gras,” so the Winter trio, 
Bill, Lois and Billy, did the 
same, consuming breakfast of 
“Bananas Foster,” a New Or- 
leans delicacy. 

Anguish was voiced by many 
Orleanians when it was learned 
that “Longstreet,” a Paramount 
movie for television made in 
New Orleans late last year, 
would be aired on the network 
on Mardi Gras evening—timing 
which prevented most residents 
from viewing it due to the fes- 
tival programs. 

It was noted that Pete Foun- 
tain, clarinetist, one of the two 
best-known New Orleans musi- 
cians, “pays his dues” by tak- 
ing part in civic activities and 
by leading one of the Mardi 
Gras marching societies.

Al Hirt, trumpeter, is unpopu- 
lar due to his frequent absences 
and due to: the widespread be- 
lief that he either made up or 
exaggerated the incident in 
which his lip was cut by a fly- 
ing object during a past Mardi 
Gras parade. He is blamed for 
attempting to mar the national 
image of the Mardi Gras as a 
safe and enjoyable event to at- 
tend. 

Television star Jim Nabors, 
born and raised in Alabama, 
used to go to New Orleans “with 
about two dollars in my pock- 
et,” he said this year when he 
returned as King of the Bacchus 
parade and ball. 


The official Mardi Gras colors 
are emerald or green for love, 
gold for loyalty and purple for 
sincerity. More than 70 formal 
balls, many of them including 
processions and tableaus, are 
held during the weeks prior to 
Lent. 

The first parade was held in 
1838, and the real beginning 
dates ‘back over a century be- 
fore. 

The modern Mardi Gras era 
is counted from 1872, when the 
first Rex was chosen; the 100th 
Rex, crowned in 1971, was 
Brooke Helm Duncan II and his 
queen was Miss Tina Louise 
Freeman. 

Although Rex is identified to 
the public and appears without 
mask, Comus, the other partici- 
pant in the concluding pre-Lent- 
en ceremonies on Shrove Tues- 
day, is shrouded in mystery, 
much like St. Louis’s Veiled 
Prophet. 

New Orleans has crowned 
Comus, a mythological Greek 
god of mirth and revelry, each 
year since 1857. His first queen, 
in 1884, was Mildred Lee, 
daughter of Robert E. Lee. Ap- 
propriately, the Comus parade 
route passes Lee Circle, where 
a statue of General Lee, the 
Confederate commander in the 
Civil War, stands atop a tall 
column. 

The second of two columns on 
the Mardi Gras will deal with 
its parades. 


Juvenile Cases Combine Attention 
To Rights, Rehabilitation Effort 


(Tri-City and Hlinois Bar Associations) 


The young Illinois resident 
who has been charged with a 
crime receives all constitutional 
protections to which an adult is 
legally entitled—plus some spe- 
cial considerations due to his 


age. 

Arrest and trial methods of 
dealing with the youthful of- 
fender represent a unique com- 
bination of the attorney's ef- 
forts to safeguard the legal 
rights of children and the social 
worker's efforts to treat juve- 
niles with psychological and 
sociological techniques, 

In a 1967 opinion, the United 
States Supreme Court clarified 
the juvenile’s rights at time of 
arrest and placed him on equal 
footing -with his adult counter- 
part. 

Specifically, the court held 
that, where a juvenile has been 
arrested: 

1) Notice of charges against 
him must be given sufficiently 
in advance of the scheduled 
court proceeding to allow a rea- 
sonable opportunity to prepare 
for the hearing. The notice must 
specifically set forth the al- 
leged misconduct. 

2) Both the child and his par- 
ents must be informed of the 
child's right to be represented 
by a lawyer. If they are unable 
to afford a lawyer, one will be 
appointed by the court unless 
the child and his parents waive- 
the right to legal representation. 

3) The child must be informed 
of his right to remain silent. 

Juvenile cases which are 
brought to trial are heard in a 
specially designated court. 

In Illinois, Juvenile Court 
hears most cases involving 
the care, custody and dis- 
cipline of girls under 18 
years of age and boys under 
17 years of age who are 
either dependent or delin- 
quent. 


The philosophy of the 
court in the case of the de- 
linquent is to rehabilitate 
rather than punish, 


Accordingly, the Juvenile 
Court hearing is - divided 
into two parts—an adjudi- 
catory hearing or trial of 
the changes and, if neces- 
sary, a dispositional hear- 
ing, at which the judge de- 
cides what is to be done 
with a child who is found 
to have committed an al- 
leged offense. Neither the 
hearings nor the records 
of the hearings are open to 
the general public. 

If the child is found ‘delin- 
quent, dependent, or otherwise 
in need of supervision during 
the first hearing, a second ii 
formal hearing is scheduled. 
At that time, the judge may ask 
probation officers, social work- 
ers, psychiatrists and other i 
dividuals to investigate’ the sit- 
uation and report their findings 
to the court. 

Based on the evidence, the 
judge will decide whether the 
best interests of the child and 
society are served by placing 
him on probation, in the care 
of his family under court guid- 
ance, or in a juvenile home, 

Whatever the decision, the ju- 
venile offender is charged sim- 
ply with having committed a 
delinquent act, whereas adults 
are charged with a specific 
crime, such as theft or vandal- 
ism.

Calls for Public Outcry on Sewer 
Planning by Granite City Council 


To the Editor: 

Just a very few years back, 
Granite City and the East Side 
Levee District agreed on the 
drastic need for sanitary sew- 
ers in Nameoki because of a 
very serious health hazard 
caused by unsanitary conditions 
which then existed and prom- 
ised to get worse. 

These conditions also posed 
a threat to Granite City proper. 

Surveys were made for the 
proposed and recommended in- 
stallation by the firm of Shep- 
yard, Morgan & Schwaab, con- 
sulting engineers. 

This firm was then discharged 
by thé “Granite City Council, 
and the engineering firm of Da- 
vid J. Johnston & Associates, 
East St. Louis, was brought into 
the arena of activity. 

After studying the Sheppard, 
Morgan & Schwaab sewer de- 
sign plans, Johnston, 1 believe, 
declared that the design was 
in accordance with the best en- 
gineering standards that were 
in use for such systems. 

This was in a comprehensive 
study and report by Johnston 
dated July 1, 1954. Construc- 
tion was scheduled to begin 
about August 1954. 

All construction and inspec- 
tion was, from there on, done 
under supervision of David J. 
Johnston & Associates, it is my 
understanding. 

The actual contract price of 
the Nameoki Sewer System was 
for a total amount of $1,284,- 
531.45. 

The East Side Levee Board 
assumed $287,931.05. of _ this 
amount, and the remaining 
$1,335,000 (interest included) 
was assumed by taxpayers of 
the Granite City area in a rev- 
enue bond issue. This obliga- 
tion is not due to expire until 
1994, 

The intent of the Nameoki 
Sewer Ssytem was good. The 
need was there, and the taxpay- 


ers responded favorably, Yet,‘ 


in only about five years from 
completion date, the sewer sys- 
tem began to collapse. 

Repair costs were, in 1960, 
$61,709.82; in 1961, $318,131.31; 
in 1962, $341,310.91; and in 1969- 
70, $1,687,711.14. 

Total repair costs are $2,408,~ 
863.18 to date. 

Granite City taxpayers have 
now spent $1,124,331.73 more to 
repair the sewers than the ori- 
ginal cost. 

Thus, people criticized the 
project, and for good reason, 
because these sewers were not 
only for the then population but 
were to provide for future 
growth of the area. 

Now, another sewer project 
is needed which will cost ap- 
proximately $7,500,000. 

The Council has once again 
made its selection of an engi- 
neering firm, and if the reader 
guessed David J. Johnston & 
Associates of East St. Louis, he 
guessed right. 

I am afraid that the new 
program could spell financial 
disaster to our city. I am not 
satisfied with the Nameoki Sew- 
er System and will do all I can 
to prevent another bitter experi- 
ence of this kind. 

Was it nature or people or bad 
luck that led to the past prob- 
lem? 

We cannot control nature, And 
while it may have been bad 
luck, the cost was so vast that 
we will be paying it for practi- 
cally the rest of our lives, In 
some caes, the burden will 
rest on the shoulders of those 
yet to be born. This is tragic. 

‘What can the public do? 

Granite Cityans can contact 
their aldermen and urge fur- 
ther study. They can call local 
organizations, and can individ- 
ually or collectively pack the 
council meetings. 

To assist the public in form- 
ing opinions and determining 
actions and contacts, here is 
how the council voted: 

““Yes”—Basarich, Boyd, Dal- 
las, Dawes, Green, Morlen, 
Nonn, Poulos and Robertson. 

“No”? —Boker, Moerlien, 
Parmley, Rutledge, Schuler 
and Whitmer. 

While this is not a condemna- 
ton of any person or persons, it 
is certainly a warning to rea 
ers that, if they hope to be i 
fluential in the planning, .they 
must act now. 

I hope readers don’t say, 
“Someone should.” Each should 
be that “someone,” and act.

Farm Column

If you are considering putting 
some of your intended corn 
acreage into grain sorghum, 
there are several things about 
producing grain sorghum you 
should know. 


If you plan to feed the grain 
sorghum you raise, there is no 
problem. However, before grow- 
ing. sorghum as a cash crop, 
you should locate an elevator or 
feed mill that will purchase the 
crop. 

Unlike corn, the sorghum 
plant does not die and dry as 
the grain matures. The stalk and 
leaves tend to remain green af- 
ter the grain is mature, and 
may remain green until a kill- 
ing frost. It is not wise to wait 
for a killing frost before har- 
vesting, since the frost-killed 
sorghum: plants are likely to 
lodge severely. Thus, you must 
have drying facilities. Grain 
sorghum harvesting can begin 
safely at the 25 percent mois- 
ture level. Count on using more 
power for drying sorghum than 
for corn. Sorghum is denser. It 
packs tighter and harder in the 
bin, making it more difficult to 
move dry air through the bin. 

Robbing of grain in the field 
by birds presents another prob- 
lem, However, some bird-resist- 
ant varieties are available. 

Insects can also be a prob- 
lem. Many of the insécts that 
attack corn—such as corn leaf 
aphids, European com borer, 
corn earworms and wireworms 
may also attack grain sorghum. 
However, sorghum midge and 
sorghum webworms probably 
represent the greatest concern. 

‘With regard to grain sorghum 
yields, from 1967 to 1969, four 
varieties grown at the Southern 
Illinois University research 
fields near Belleville averaged 
128 bushels per acre. SIU re- 
searchers estimate 1970 yields 
at 112 bushels per acre. 

Grain sorghum has the edge 
during stress conditions. Sor- 
ghum comes through drought 
better than corn, and it will 
also withstand flooding better. 

If you decide to go with for. 
ghum, plan to start planting af- 


lings grow slowly and offer 
little ‘competition to weeds 
early in the season. Therefore, 
chemicals may be the best bet 
for weed contr Some pre- 
emergence herbicides, such as 
Propazine may not be readily 
available outside the “sorghum 
belt.” Those available in Iili- 
nois include, Ramrod, atrazine, 
and the Ramrod-atrazine com- 
binatoin. 24D may be used af- 
ter the sorghum emerges. 

Livestock feeders should 
view sorghum grains as con- 
taining about the same total di- 
gestible nutrients as corn, about 
two percent more protein and 
one percent less fat. Mineral 
content is about the same as 
corn, but unlike corn, sorghum 
“has practically no Vitamin A. 
Sorghum can_ be substituted 
about 1 to 1 for corn in the ra- 
tion with consideration given to 
the slight protein difference. 
Animals may show some signs 
of withdrawal for about the 
first week due to a palatability 
difference. Cattle feeders should 
plan to ‘use sorghum as high- 
moisture grain. 

Four new manuals are avail- 
able for the livestock producer 
at the County Extension office. 
They are “Profitable Ewe 
Flock Management,” ‘Beef 
Cattle Feeding Suggestions,” 
“Beef Cattle Management Sug- 
gestions,” and “Your Hog Busi- 
ness Ration Suggestions.”

Net incomes on 300-acre live- 
stock farms in Illinois were 25 
to 35 percent higher for the 
1965-69 period than for the pre- 
ceding five years. 

But a similar comparison of 
300-acre grain farms showed a 
seven percent lower net return. 

Those results come from a 
study of farm business records 
kept by Illinois farmers en- 
rolled in the Illinois Farm Busi- 
ness Farm Management Asso- 
ciation. 

During the 1960's, the farm- 
ers’ costs increased from six to 
eight percent a year. But with 
increased production and im- 
proved prices, the higher re- 
turns more than offset those in- 
creased costs on the livestock 
farms. 

A 300-acre grain farm is not 
a full-time operation. The re- 
turns thus reflected the need to 
supplement the farm income by 
off-farm work or by expanding 


turns to maintain or improve 
family incomes. Family ac- 
count records show that living 
costs for farm families increased 
five to six percent each year 
during the 1960's. 

Several Madison county farm 
ers are slower now compared 
with a year ago in paying debts 
incurred as 1970 farm operating 
expenses. 

Some agri-businesses here re- 
port higher accounts receivable 
now than a year ago and slower 
collections of past-due accounts. 
_A common interest rate 
charged on past-due accounts is 
one percent a month. Most 
farmers can borrow money at 
less interest than that. Many 
credit institutions are in the 
business of financing farm op- 
erations. 


Most agri-business prefer thé 
credit they’ extend to be consid- 
ered short-term and a conven- 
ience and that farmers arrange 
financing with regular credit in- 
stitutions to keep their accounts 
payable reasonably current. 

The Southern corn leaf blight 
situation in 1970 offers a ready- 
made excuse or reason for 
farmers to use to justify low in- 
come. It is at least part of the 
reason, or the major reason, in 
some instances. But we need 
to be sure we are not blaming 
leaf blight disease for more 
than its share. To do so could 
result in neglecting other farm 
business management decisions 
important to higher profit 

Ray and Kenneth Moehle, Ed- 
wardsville, had the highest pro- 
ducing dairy herd in the Weigh- 
A-Day-A-Month program in 
Madison county in 1970.

Such records are not official, 
but they do provide valuable 
information to help the dairy- 
man in his dairy feeding, breed- 
ing and management program.

population from 24,000 to 16,000 
was only nine percent. 

The U. of I. agronomists ad- 
vise taking the estimated nine 
percent yield loss and using the 
extra resistant seed to plant 
more acres to corn rather than 
to an alternative crop. 

So one way to make résistant 
seed go farther is to reduce 
plant -populations. Of course, 


you can reduce populations only 
so far. But operators who regu- 
Jarly plant more than 20,000 
plants per acre-might do well 
to cut back to the 16,000 to 18,- 
000 mark this year. 

Madison county farmers can 
expect normal cytoplasm corn 
to perform as if the new race 
of southern corn leaf blight 
didn’t exist. It will be impor- 
tant to make the best possible 
use of the normal cytoplasm 
corn. 

Corn planting date raised 
questions. Sweet corn growers 
will sometimes risk planting in 
early April to get the advant- 
ages of an earlier sweet corn 
crop. Sometimes they lose their 
early planting to ‘cold, wet 
weather, 

Field corn growers should 
consider April 20 about the 
earliest date. to plant corn. 
Plant corn susceptible to blight 
first so it may get as much 
growth as possible before blight 
infection occurs. Then plant 
blended corn, then resistant 
corn, 

Early Corn Planting 

Madison county farmers have 
followed the trend of other Illi- 
nois farmers in recent years 
toward earlier corn planting of 
corn, Early-planted corn on the 
average yields more than corn 
planted in late May. 

Jim Winet of Highland had 
40 acres of corn planted last 
year by April 9. That corn 
came through the season in 
good condition. He had to re- 
plant some corn he planted in 
late April.

Attendance at 
Illinois Parks 
Set New Record 


Attendance at state parks, 
conservation areas, memorials 
and boat access areas rose by 
more than 1.5 million visitors 
during 1970, according to Con- 
servation Director Henry N. 
Barkhausen, 

Barkhausen reported a record 
24,005,419 visitors at 99 sites 
last year, compared to 22,480,128 
during 1969. The 1,525,291 at- 
tendance upsurge was the sec- 
ond largest in the department’s 
history, he said. 

Barkhausen cited three rea- 
sons for the increase: The ope! 
ing of a number of new faci 
ties and additional development 
of others; generally good weath- 
er throughout the year, particu- 
larly on weekends; new security 
measures which made the parks 
safer for users. 

Among newly opened areas 
making the heaviest contribu- 
tion to the attendance boom 
were Hennepin Canal State 
Park, near Sheffield, which had 
213,613 visitors in six months; 
Sangchris State Park, southeast 
of Springfield, with attendance 
exceeding 108,000 in only half a 
year; Silver Springs State Park, 
in Kendall County, drawing 
120,569; Old State Capitol Me- 
morial complex in Springfield, 
which reported 268,783 visitors 
in its’ first full year of opera- 
tion. 

Making an impact to a lesser 
degree were five new parks, 
two conservation areas and a 
handful of boat access areas. 
The parks include Shelbyville 
Reservoir near Shelbyville; 
Edgewater in Chicago, Castle 
Rock in Ogle County, Pyramid 
in Piatt County and Sam Parr 
in Jasper County, The new 
conservation areas are in Doug- 
las County and at Des Plaines..

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Many Taxpayers Required 
To File Estimate Forms 


For the past few years, many 
surprised taxpayers have been 
receiving notices of estimated 
tax’ penalty from Internal Rev- 
enue Service. These notices are 
mailed to taxpayers who should 
have filed a Declaration of Es- 
timated Tax the previous year, 
but did not. 

Estimated Tax and Estimated 
filing are areas that always 
seem to cause confusion and 
misunderstanding among  tax- 
payers. Basically, estimated 
tax is the amount by which the 
total of your estimated income 
tax and self-employment tax 
exceed the expected withhold- 
ing of tax from your pay. For 
example, if you estimate that 
your total income tax for 1971 
will be $1800 and’ your total 
withholding will be $1200, your 
estimated tax bill will be $600. 

You must file a declaration 
of estimated tax if your esti- 
mated tax is $40 or more. for 
the’ coming year. Generally, 
self-employed ‘persons, persons 
who receive large amounts of 
dividends, interest, pensions, 
and other income not covered 
by withholding, have to file an 
estimate. In addition, people 
who have two jobs, or married 
couples who both work, may 
find it necessary to file an es- 
timate. 

Increase Withholding 

One way many persons avoid 
filing an estimated tax return 
is to increase the amount with- 
held by their employer by 
claiming fewer exemptions than 
they are actually entitled to. 
An employe can also ask his 
employer to withhold more 
than; the amount shown on the 
withholding tables. 

There are a number of ways 
to compute your, estimated 
tax. But essentially, determine 
what you anticipate your total 
income will be for the year, 
then subtract your deductions 
and exemptions from this 
amount, and apply the tax 
rates for that year. This will 
give you your estimated-income 
tax. Now, estimate the amount 
of tax, if any, that will be 
withheld from your salary; 
your estimated tax will be the 
difference between your esti- 
mated income tax and your es- 
timated withholding 

The estimated tax is payable 
in four installments. The first 
installment is due with the Dec- 
laration of Estimated Tax on 
April 15. The other install. 
ments are due June 15, Sept. 15 
and Jan. 15,
